When I visited Ray on March 30, 1973 he gave me a Baton Rouge 
phone number in code. He also handed me a three page typed statement 
recounting attempts by Jerry Ray and others to obtain information 
relating to the person connected with this number. 

The Baton Rouge phone book confirms that the number in question 
is that of Herman A. Thompson, a parish deputy sheriff. According 
to Jimmy,, Jerry's investigation established that Thompson is a "leg 
man" for Grady Partin. 

The Birmingham Documents which I obtained from Hanes last 
October contain leads which relate to this one. The Hanes Memo on 
items of evidence he examined on discovery has part of a Hew Orleans 
phone number and a Hew Orleans address seeminly connected with it. 

The Hew Orleans phone number can be read several different ways, as 
it is only a partial number: 523~_57_; or 523-57 — ; or 523-5718, 

for example. This number apparently derives from a number Jimmy jotted 
down on a map, but which Hanes could not decipher. 

The Hew Orleans City Directory for 1967 lists 5 apartments at 
the 1808 Carondolet address which is written next to the above phone 
number. The occupants of these apartments and their phone numbers, 

where given, are:
